YEAR 10: RE TRIP TO MELBOURNE 


On Wednesday, June 6th, all of the Year 10’s went to Melbourne 
as part of the R.E. topic of Judaism. We left Galen at 6:30 am and 
arrived in Melbourne at 10:00am. Our first stop was at the 
Synagogue. Before the boys entered the Synagogue they had to 
wear a kipper (a skull cap). Rabbi John Levi gave us a talk on the 


typical Jewish family and its traditions. He also gave us some idea of 
how a Jewish service is run and we were able to compare this with our 


Catholic tradition. 


The next stop was at the Shrine of Remembrance where we were 
given a short talk on the history of the Shrine. We wandered around 


but were called back to see the light pass over the remembrance 


stone. 


From the Shrine we walked a short way to a nearby park where we 
ate our lunch. 


It was then off to the Victorian Arts Centre where in small groups 
we made our way around the Gallery. 


Our next and final visit was to the Jewish Holocaust Museum and 
Research Centre. We all agreed that this was the most interesting 
talk for the day. The two speakers were two of the few survivors who 
were freed from the Concentration Camps. Their story was both a 
moving and sad one and |’m sure we will never forget it. The research 
centre showed actual photos of people close to deth and even some 
people being executed, but we think the saddest photo was of two 
men digging their own graves before their execution. 


After a stop at McDonalds for a meal we headed back to 
Wangaratta. We would like to thank all the teachers that came with 
us and especially Mr. Farina for organising the excursion.

Dear Rosa, 


The talk that you gave a Year 10 RE group was interesting as | 
learnt a lesson in it. The lesson | learnt was not to judge people by 
their colour, religion, height etc. The way you shared your feelings to 
us about the concentration camps | thought was remarkable as | 
would never be able to talk about something that personal. | know 
that it would have been hard to speak to us about the torture and pain 
that you went through. | can now understand that it is cruel and 
inhuman to put people through what you went through and if 
someone was to start that in Australia, | would stand up and try to stop 
them from going too far, as cruelty never goes in my books. The 
small scale camp was something which really went to my 
heart, because once | saw the high fences | know that people were 
worked to death or had to wait until they were freed. 


The movie showed me just how cruel the Nazis really were, | am 
sure that all of the Year 10 RE group found the talk as interesting as | 
did. Thank you for speaking to us.

Dear Survivors of the Holocaust, 


Before | visited your museum, | had never heard anyone talk so 
openly and honestly about their lives, let alone a holocaust which took 
much of their identity away from them. | didn’t know very much about 
the German Concentration Camps and the horrific things that Hitler 
felt he had the right to do. All | really knew was that innocent Jewish 
people were put to death through gas chambers and harsh physical 
labour. 


Personally | have gained a great deal of knowledge from your 
museum from the many terrifying memories you shared with us. As 
you spoke to us about your forgotten youth | found myself wondering 
how today’s youth would cope. 


Having your identity taken away from you and having a number 
tattooed onto your arms shocked me a great deal. 


Your courage was amazing; now and at the time of World War 
ll. Losing your families and all your privacy must have been 
extremely hard to accept. | can’t say that | know how you would feel, 
because | don’t, but | can say that from you | have learned a little of 
what it must have been like.

Being deprived of warmth, sunshine and food, as well as your 
youth is hard to believe. Being treated as inferior to all other races of 


the world, especially the Germans, and being made to believe you 


owed something to the Germans is hard to comprehend. 


The photographs and displays in the museum were the most 
horrific | had ever seen. Putting my reactions and feelings into words 
is extremely hard to do. After seeing the photographs of scientific 
experiments, | feel that the youth of today have to make it their 
business to prevent anything similar to his holocaust happening 
again. 


Your courage and willingness to share your horrific experiences is 
something that | am very grateful for. To me, today’s youth would 
benefit from your museum and | feel very privileged to have heard 
your stories and to have been at the museum.

OCEAN OF LIFE 


In the small town of Yorkton, Canada, there 
was much rejoicing in my family on the 7th of 
May, 1974. That was the day! appeared, the 
second of my parent’s children. Two days 
later | was christened Christa Amy McCauliffe. 
My older brother Jamie was three at the time, 
born on the 12th of October, 1971. 


| don’t remember anything of my first three 
years, although my mother has since told me 
many times that | was a terror. She could 
never keep me still and said that | was taken 
to hospital once, after getting hold of my 
dad’s scalpel and slicing my arm a few times 
with it. That little episode really shook my 
mum and she went to great pains to keep me 
out of Dad’s medical equipment. 
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Three weeks after my third birthday, on the 
28th of May, 1977, my brother Chris was 
born. That was the day | first started pre- 
school and | was petrified. My father kept on 
telling me that |, like Cinderella (which was 
my favourite story) would be the princess of 
the ball. | gave a half-hearted smile, which 
seemed to fool him because he said no more 
and instead, piled me into the back seat of the 
car next to Jamie. We dropped Jamie off at 
his school and before he jumped out he 
squeezed my hand hard and _ grinned, 
whispering, “It’s good fun.” | felt a bit 
better. 


That morning seemed to be the worst of my 
life. | didn’t Know anybody and the teacher, 
for some unknown reason, wouldn’t quit 
‘yelling’ atme. Itwas terrible. But there was 
one aspect of that morning that | could take 
refuge in and that was clay-modelling. | just 
shut myself off from the rest of the group and 
put all my concentration into the piece of clay 
in front of me that vaguely resembled a 
squashed banana. Later, when | got home 
and Mum asked me what it was, | replied 
proudly, “Mummy!” and wondered why she 
looked shocked. 


By the end of my first week | had a very 
good friend, Kylie Holloway. From then on | 
really didn’t mind pre-school that much. 
Kylie and | were fast friends and remained so 
for many years. We finished pre-school at 
five and to our great joy found that we had a 
year’s break before starting Junior School.

Jamie christened us the ‘Travers Street 
Terrors’ that year. We got into so much 
mischief that now, as | look back on it, | 
wonder how our parents could have survived. 
We did everything from scaring off Mum’s 
client, (she’s an interior decorator) to 
‘borrowing’ our neighbour’s macadamia nuts 
from their orchard. But even though we got 
into trouble so often, I'd have to admit that 
that has been the best year of my life. 
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A short while after | started Junior School, 
on the 7th of September, my sister Caylah 
was born. She was the last of my siblings. 
Jamie was then ten, | was six and Chris was 
three, just starting pre-school. 


My junior years flew by and by the middle of 
sixth grade, the year of my graduation, 
everyone in my class was making pre- 
parations. Two and a half months later, one 
week before graduation, Kylie was killed. 


It was ahitandrun. You could hardly call it 
an accident. Kylie and | were walking down 
Maine Street on Saturday, shopping. | 
noticed an electric blue Porsche parked near 
the corner and pointed it out to Kylie. The 
guy behind the wheel, who looked about 22 
and was rather gorgeous, glanced up and 
saw us Staring at him. I'll never forget his 
eyes, cold, blue icicles. They seemed to 
stab through my skin, right down into the 
depths of my heart, chilling me all over. 
Despite the warmth of the sun above me, | 
shivered uncontrollably. He had a curious 
grin on his face, and he was staring at 
me. He didn’t see Kylie, only me. His smile 
was So dazzling bright, almost fake, but | had 
to escape from this eyes. “Kylie!” | hissed. 
“We've gottaGo! Now! Comeon!” Rather 
reluctantly, she trailed behind me as we 
crossed the road. Halfway across my 
nerves were still taught when | heard a 
powerful engine being gunned to life. | spun 
around and froze. 


From then on time seemed to slow 
incredibly, although the whole episode must 
only have taken about six seconds. The 
Porsche was speeding towards me, but ever 
so slowly. Again | looked into those blue 
eyes and this time they held me tightly with 
cold, sharp, ice-fingers, like a boa constrictor 
on its prey. | couldn't move! As if in a 
dream, | vaguely heard Kylie scream and half 
turned, not sure whether | was right. Her lips 
were moving and | struggled to comprehend 
her words. They came very slowly; “Crista, 
run!” When | didn’t move, she leapt forward 
and shoved me, hard. The jolt of landing on 
my knees shook me out of the daze and | 
raised my head, only to find myself staring 
into his face again. In a flash, he was 
past. Shaking with anger and fright, some- 
thing told me he had tried to hit me, but he 
missed. | laughed hysterically, but stopped 
abruptly as a sharp pang seemed to pierce 
my heart, choking me. “Kylie!” She was 
lying on the road. Her face was streaked 
with blood and her neck was in a very curious 
position. | knelt beside her, but she was 
heavy in my arms, so heavy, limp. . .dead! 


“Oh God, NO!” | screamed and remembered 
nothing more. 
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Six weeks after Kylie’s funeral, my family 
immigrated to Australia. | must admit, | was 
very reluctant to go. | even bit Dad when he 
tried to release my grip on the stairway, for 
which | immediately got a slap and was told 
that | was being very childish.

But, seriously, it’s 
very green, very open with too many farms 
and heaps of farmers, sheep, cows and 
kangaroos - experience from one who lived 
on a farm.” 


TEACHER ON EXCHANGE: 
Mr. Patrick Walsh 


For 7 years, from 1959 to 1965, | was educated by Priests at an 
Independent Catholic College. Then, | was trained to be a teacher at a 
Catholic College of Education. Once qualified though | taught for 21 years 
in Government Schools. So, | was more than intrigued when | discovered 
my exchange school in Australia was to be an Independent Catholic 
College. | haven't been disappointed. 


Working at Galen has been a marvellous experience. | have been made 
very welcome by staff and students - it took until November for one of them 
to suggest | should “go back to England”. They are very tolerant. 


Being without specific curriculum responsibility at Galen has allowed me 
the time to reflect on how and what | teach and the nature of schools. That 
too, has been a valuable experience. 


Galen and Orton Bushfield, my school, are similar in many ways: there 
are close to 700 students in each; teacher/pupil relations are very relaxed 
and friendly; staff are dedicated, caring and welcoming. But, there are many 
differences too. 


At Orton Bushfield students study from Year 7-11 before they all take 
external examinations, called G.C.S.E.’s. Up to 10 subjects. After that, 
students can go on to further education, employment or a G.Y.T.S. 
(Government Youth Training Scheme); each 16 year old is entitled to two 
years training with pay, about $70 a week. The curriculum is different too; 
the school day is different; the uniform is different. But the major differences 


are in history and location. 


In 1968 Peterborough, a quiet market town 
of around 60,000 people, was designated a 
Development Corporation New Town. It was 
soon to be transformed into ‘Britain’s fastest 
growing city. New road systems were 
constructed; new industries were enticed to 
the city; recreational and shopping facilities 
were upgraded. The population increased 
to 170,000. Close to 30,000 new homes 
were built; over 400 new firms came to the 
city; 8 million square feet of factories, offices, 
shops and workhouses were built, and in the 
3 new major townships - the Orton has about 
25,000 people - there were new Primary 
and Secondary Schools. Orton Bushfield 
was one of them. It is an open access 
school, built on a campus with a large sports 
centre, shopping centre, offices, health 
centre and pub. The Community school 
offers education from “the cradle to the 
grave”. Parents can, for example, leave their 
children in the school creche while they shop 
or attend classes in the school or sports 
centre; the elderly can attend classes, from 
ballroom dancing to fine arts or attend the 
Evergreen club in the school canteen. 
Classes for students go on simultaneously. 


A large number of the 25,000 people 
who have settled in the new Orton township 
have come from areas of poor housing and 
social amenities, in old city centres. Many 
have come in the new community to build 
new lives or repair damaged ones. Over the 
years since 1978, when Bushfield School 
opened, we have shared those difficulties 
and it’s why we consider relations between 
home and school - learning as a contract 
between parents, student and teacher to be 
so important. Great time and energy has 
been spent on establishing such principles 
which, | believe you take for granted at Galen 
because it is such a settled community. 


After 12 years though, | think the signs are 
good. Six years ago, when parents were 
offered the choice, at the end of their 


children’s Primary schooling, between Orton 
Bushfield or another longer established more 
traditional school in the neighbourhood, they 
didn’t opt for Bushfield. Kids there were “‘too 
rough” “didn’t wear uniform”, “didn’t pass 
exams”. Gradually through the dedication 
of teachers and their willingness to open the 
school doors to parents at all times, that has 
changed. Bushfield is now a _ respected 
school, not only for its radical curriculum and 
its caring environment but for its successful 
students. That’s the kind of reputation Galen 
has enjoyed for many years, and, when 


people I’ve met in Wangaratta ask me where | 


work and | say ‘Galen’, their responses are 
always positive. 


But it hasn't all been teaching and learning 
while I’ve been at Galen. While I’ve been in 
Australia, I’ve had the opportunity to spend 
time with my brothers who live here in 
Adelaide. | have been to stay in Brisbane, 
Sydney, Melbourne, Alice Springs and 
Peterborough, Victoria! | have been endlessly 
impressed by the openness and friendliness 
landscape from the gloriously spectacular 
trip across Sydney Harbour by ferry, to the 
beautiful and mysterious Uluru. | have 
driven around 25,000 miles in a year - to 
England and back! I’ve seen camels, emus, 
kangaroos, wombats, possums, kookaburras 
in their natural habitats and I’ve seen 
everything else imagineable at Healesville 
Sanctuary or Cleland Park in Adelaide. I’ve 
climbed the two highest peaks in Victoria; 
body surfed in the Pacific and the Great 
Southern Ocean; watched Hawthorn and 
Collingwood at Waverley; played soccer for 
Wangaratta City and golf at Albury, Cobram 
and Barooga; backed three consecutive 
winners at Wangaratta races. What more 
can one do? 
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| have been the first teacher from my school 
to organise an exchange overseas. At 
Galen, Mrs. Fiddes has followed Mr. 
O’Callaghan, Mr. Gillard and Mr. McKenzie in 
exchanging to the U.K. | suspect though, 
that | may start a trend in Peterborough. 


| will na doubt, bore my colleagues on my 
return with the intricacies of Australian Rules 
Football, detailed descriptions of the Great 
Ocean Road and the mechanics of S.R.C., 
Rainbow, Peer Support, Cross Age Tutoring, 
Theatre Sports, Home Rooms and the 
like. Whether | do or not, it’s important, | 
believe, that they know about such things. It 
was, after all, a cultural and professional 
exchange. 


| will leave Melbourne on 29th December 
with fond memories of Galen, Wangaratta 
and the friends | have made here. If anyone, 
members of staff or student, visits the U.K. in 
the near future - and if | haven’t returned to 
Australia permanently - then you will be very 
welcome in Peterborough.

All of this together with the Galen choir and band made for a great evening capped off by a lovely supper prepared by the Year ten Catering and 
Family Management class. 


ENVIRONMENT ACTION GROUP... 


We have had a very active year. We began the revegetation of 
Galen’s area of Horseshoe Lagoon with some Red Gums kindly 
donated by the Department of Conservation and Environment. 
Towards the end of the summer we collected seed from local Red 
Gums and other species, and these are being brought on in the plant 
house. Our can recycling gave us a little cash with which to 
purchase more trees, the bigger ones have been planted out, the 
others left in the plant house to develop further. 


Our skin cancer awareness Campaign encouraged students to 
wear hats when outside in the summer, and, following a survey of the 
Students’ preferences, it was suggested to the uniform committee that 
Straw hats and baseball hats with a neck cover become part of the 
uniform. 


The Litter Recycling Association, together with members of local 
councils visited Galen and were addressed by a number of 
Environment Group members. 


The letters we wrote to Parliamentarians regarding various 
environmental issues received varied response, and we were 
particularly disappointed that the Year 7’s had no reply to their letter to \ 
the Federal Minister for the Environment regarding the phasing out of 
imported rainforest timber. However, we were pleased to note that 
the State Government is addressing the issue of recycling and waste 
reduction. 


The Environment Group is presently involved in assisting a local 
community initiative to encourage waste reduction, recycling non- 
renewable materials, and using environmentally friendly household 
materials. We are also hoping to raise enough funds to purchase 
some outdoor furniture for the school made from recycled plastic, and 
to do some work to improve areas of the school grounds. 


This year Mr. Hart and a number of Year 12 students strongly 
supported the Environment Group. Thank you to Mark, Lyn, Katie, 
Nicole, Megan, Eleanor, Victoria and the others for this. Next year we 
look forward to similar support from the new Year 12’s, our present 
very active members and any other teachers and students who would 
like to offer some of their time, energy and enthusiasm to protecting 
and enhancing their environment.

‘THE BIG CLASSROOM’ 


In the twelve months since the last edition of this magazine, we 
have offered to students a small number of opportunities to 
experience challenging outdoor activities.
